But there is one chance in nine 
that you will die before he enters 
college. To protect against that 
possibility, you can buy life insur- 
ance which will provide the entire 
$4,800 in case of your premature 
death. The money would be put in 
a special trust or endowment fund 
and then be paid out regularly to 
your boy during his college course 

One way to the full 
amount is to purchase a 20-year 
endowment policy on your life. A 
typical policy, with a cash value of 
$4,800 when Junior is 18, will cost 
$273.17 the first year (if you are 
the 25-year-old father described 
above). Present policy dividends 
will cut the second year’s premium 
to $250.64, and somewhat less than 
that figure in succeeding years. 
Should you die before your son 
reaches college age, the insurance 
proceeds paid to the endowment 
fund would be $5,470. This meth- 
od costs a few dollars more every 
month than straight savings but, so 
long as the policy is in force, you 
will have assurance that your son’s 
living and academic expenses will 
be met while he is at college 


assure 


| ne of an endowment policy, 
many insurance authorities advise 
buying a limited-payment or or- 
dinary life policy. A $4,800 ordi- 
nary life contract will you 
$98.88 the first year; $83.18 the 
second. As mentioned above, fur- 
ther premium reductions are like- 
ly. Under this plan, the insurance 
premiums—in addition to your 
regular $18 savings—will bring 
the college budget to around $25 a 
month. In case you die, the fund 
available will be $4,800 plus what- 
ever was saved before your death. 

If you live, you will have $4,800 
in the college savings account and 
also a valuable life-insurance poli- 
cy. If you want to keep the latter, 
the settlement terms may be modi- 
fied to suit current family condi-

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But if you should decide to 
Stop paying premiums alter your 
boy finishes college (about age 22), 
you can exchange it for a paid-up 
policy worth $2,544 at death or 
get its cash value, which will be

ere that, although your 
earnings may increase as the years 
go by, so will your living expenses 
and taxes. Don’t count optimisti- 
cally on educational costs declin- 
ing to what they were in 1932 or 
1942, or remaining even at present 
levels. They will continue to go up. 

Higher fees for the 1952-53 aca- 
demic year will be effective at 
some colleges. Vassar is raising its 
rate for tuition, board, and room 
from $1,600 to $2,000, a jump of 
25 percent. A $100 increase to 
$1,550 for basic charges will be ef- 
fective at Wells College, Aurora, 
New York. Yale has announced an 
increase in its rates. 

Consider the case of Bill Wallace, 
who makes $8,000 a year, 
twice as much as he did 10 years 
ago, before Sue and Jack were old 
enough for kindergarten. But today 
the family has to maintain a larger 
house, a better car, and pay for a 
host of incidentals that were not in- 
cluded in the prewar budget. The 
federal income tax alone took more 
than $800 of Bill’s salary last year 
against the modest $115 he paid 
10 years ago. So his savings haven't 
kept pace with his increased earn- 
ings, and he doesn’t quite know 


now 


where the money is coming from 
to send his youngsters to college. 

Today, it is practically impos- 
sible to set down any hard or fast 
figures for the cost of going to col- 
lege. Some men and women, par- 
ticularly at work-study schools like 
Antioch in Ohio, Berea in Ken- 
tucky, Blackburn in Illinois, or 
Park in Missouri, have been known 
to graduate with substantial bank 
balances after paying all their ex- 
penses. Students living with their 
families in cities which have mu- 
nicipal colleges can get full-scale 
college training for as little as $10 
or $12 a week. 

For most youngsters, though, 
bills will run from a rock-bottom 
minimum of $600 to more than 
$2,000 annually for a four-year

Would you 
give it to any jeweler to check? Definitely not! You'd first

Have you ever examined the services that can keep your 
car on the road— safe/y on the road—for a good many more 
years?

Many cars have more than one hundred lubrication 
points, exclusive of the engine oiling system. Far too many 
attendants, when confronted with an unfamiliar model, will 
not take the trouble to consult readily available lubrication 
charts.

Early treatment important if 
child has a squint: .\ squint is 
any deviation of the axis of one 
eve away from its normal posiuon 
in relation to the other eye. The 
eye may turn in, out, up, or down 
A squint may be present in one eye 
all the time. If this is the case, the 
squinting eye develops poor vision 
from lack of use. Or the squint 
may alternate between the two 
eyes. A squint may be constant, or 
periodic, present only at times 
Excitement or fatigue may make 
the squint noticeable. Eye exer- 
cises, glasses, even surgery, may be 
necessary to correct the condition 
An eye specialist should be con- 
sulted as soon as the defect is no- 
ticed. Despite popular belief, a 
child will not outgrow an estab- 
lished squint. The condition may 
be hereditary, congenital, or due 
to a birth injury or other injury; it 
may result from infectious fevers, 
or from intoxicants 


Do you judge your child by your 
own childhood? According to 
Dr. Sherman Little of Butlalo, 
‘We all view behavior through the 
somewhat colored glasses of our 
own past, particularly our carly 
years, and we are upset or com- 
placent, depending in large meas- 
ure on the color of our ‘glasses.’ 
Our own slant on what behavior 
should be largely determines our 
reaction to a child. We have mem- 
ories, impressions, and attitudes 
from our own childhood—what 
we did and how our parents re- 
acted toward our behavior 
This can and often does have 
many positive values, but 1 can 
contain blind spots, misconcep- 
tions, and irrational! attitudes 
“One father is disturbed be- 
cause his son doesn’t know the 
multiplication tables as he had to 
know them ata similar age. It hurts 
him that his son should not go 
through the same experience in 
the same way. It seems clear that 
the father had learned under 
compulsion, and it is hard for him 
to accept that learning can be ac- 
complished in any other way 


Diabetes in children: Diabetes 
has been discovered in a child as 
young as 6 months. Insulin, and 
increased knowledge of the dis- 
ease, is enabling diabetic children 
to lead normal lives. Dr. Priscilla 
White of the New England Dea- 
coness Hospital in Boston reported 
702 persons who have had dia- 
betes for more than 20 years, be- 
ginning in childhood. Their growth 
and development has been satis- 
factory. Children as young as 5 
years learn to give themselves 
their daily insulin injections. Camps

Because of these periodic check- 
ups, fewer diabetics should die of

The parents and the diabetic 
children themselves must both be 
taught thoroughly the nature of 
diabetes and the importance of 
following prescribed medication 
and diet. Usually, the diabetic pa-

knob out of your hand and wrenches the door from its 
hinges, leaving a chunk of wood hanging at the frame. It

You might lock up that door and avoid using it entirely, to 
scurry icily around the house when necessary. But it would 
be better to repair it quickly. Here is how that ean be done in 
about an hour 

In that time you can saw away the splintered part, cut a 
sound piece of scrap material to fit, fasten it in with screws 
and waterproof glue, replace the hinge, and get the door 
back up. 


Use saw first. Get the door 
out of the cold into your work- 
shop. With a try square, mark 
hinge position on the face, or 
unsplintered portion of frame. 
Then rip-saw inside the splin- 
tered portion parallel to edge 


Cut away damaged wood. 
Use a square to mark the cut 
around splintered edge, and 
saw away entirely the dam-

W hen this was understood, care- 
ful and delicate tests were made to 
determine just how much fluorine 
should be put in drinking water to 
give fluoride protection against de- 
cay and still not affect the natural 
white color and normal develop- 
ment of teeth. Authorities agree 
that 1 to 1.5 parts of fluoride to 1 
million parts of water is the right 
concentration for community wa- 
ter supplies 

In fluoridation, then, as in hats, 
there can be too much of a good 
thing. That is why health authori- 
ties warn against home treatments 
Fluorine, the active agent in fluori- 
dation, is, like iodine and chlorine, 
helpful in a weak solution but 
harmful in concentrated form. 
Fluorides must be administered in 
carefully regulated quantities to 
be effective and to be safe 

Why not add fluorides to bread? 


To milk? How about fluoride- 
treated lozenges or fluoride tab- 
lets? Why is the water supply 


the preferred means for fluorida- 

tion? These are questions you are 

sure to come up against if you are 

working toward fluoridation 

program in your community.

Water is more uniformly con- 


sumed than any one food. Some 
children like bread; some don’t.

After four years of fluoridation in 
Newburgh, the DMF rate had 
dropped to 13.0, or @ reduction 
32.5 percent in teeth which were 
cayed, missing, or filled! In Kingston, 
which had no fluoridation, the 
DMF rate of 20.2 remained the 
same 

In the 6-to-9-year-old group 
and again in the 10-to-12-year-old 
group, the condition of first per- 
manent molars improved in New- 
burgh and remained practically 
the same in Kingston. In the 6-to- 
9-year-old group of Newburgh 
children, the number of first per- 
manent molars free of decay changed 
from 58.9 to 76.9 per 100 teeth 
counted. And again, among the 
10-to-12-year-old children, there 
was an increase from 23.8 to 32.5 
in the count of first permanent 
molars free of decay. 


Wra is true in Newburgh will 
be true of other communities 
which adopt fluoridation. Dr 
David B. Ast, director of the Bu- 
reau of Dental Health in the New 
York State Department of Health, 
and supervisor of the Newburgh 
project, emphasizes what this de- 
velopment will mean to the public 
health 

“This technique may ultimately 
lead to a decrease in the dental- 
caries problem to a point where the 
present dental personnel and facili- 
ties may be able to control this al- 
most universal disease.”’ 

Although, admittedly, more may 
be learned as the experiments are 
continued to their full terms of 12 
years, many authorities feel that 
the results are now positive enough 
to recommend this method for 
cities, towns, and villages with a 
water supply. Water fluoridation 
has now been endorsed by the 
American Public Health Associa- 
tion, the American Dental Associa- 
tion, the American Water Works 
Association, the U.S. Public Health 
Service, and the Association of 
State and Territorial Dental Health 
Directors. Many state departments 
of health have also approved this 
technique 

You will, however, read of ob- 
jections to water fluoridation in 
certain localities. You may have to 
deal with resistance to such a 
health measure in your own com- 
munity. Many people object to 
change, even a change for the bet- 
ter. Imaginary ills are blamed on 
the water. Industrial leaders in a 
community are going to be wary 
of any additions to the water sup- 
ply which they fear might affect 
production procedures. 


Ba connection with this problem, 
Doctor Ast chuckles as he recalls 
the complaints which came into the 
health office in Newburgh after the 
water fluoridation program had 
been announced in the newspapers 
but before any change had taken place in 
the water supply. One lady had a 
“fluoridation” stomach-ache. An- 
other laid her broken denture to 
the fluorine in the water.

, experience in Newburgh 
should be reassuring to manutfac- 
turers everywhere There are 
varied industries in this city: wool- 
en mills, felt plants, bleacheries, 
carbonated-beverage plants, and 
bakeries where fermentation is an 
important problem 

There is further encouragement 
in the report of F. J. Maier, 
senior sanitary engineer in the 
Field Studies Branch, Division of 
Dental Public Health, U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service, Washington, 
D. C.: “I have heard of no com- 
plaints from brewers, chemists, dye 
works, or dairies using fluoridated 
supplies.” 

Fluoridation does not affect the 
hardness of water, a matter of par- 
ticular interest in certain indus- 
tries: for example, laundries 

Note to homeowners in hard- 
water areas: Home water-soften- 
ing units using the salt regenera- 
tive system do not remove the 
thuorides 

Although dental societies and 
most dentists are wholeheartedly 
sponsoring fluoridation programs, 
a few dentists reserve judgment on 
this new technique. They want 
more results from the experiments 
now under way. Their attitude is 
that we have had dental decay for 
millions of years and that it won't 
hurt to wait out another decade 
just to make sure. The general 
weight of professional opinion, 
however, is to give the green light 
to fluoridation on the basis of the 
results being obtained at Newburgh, 
Grand Rapids, and the many 
other cities which have obtained 
positive results from putting fluo- 
rides in their water supply 


Ana so, in cities, towns, villages, 
counties, in state schools and con- 
solidated schools all over the map, 
fluoridating programs are func- 
tioning, both in the treatment of 
water and in clinics for direct ap- 
plications. According to the U. S. 
Public Health Service, there were 
close to 100° water-fluoridating 
programs in action in the spring of 
1951, and more than 385 com- 
munities which had clinics in op- 
eration or in the planning stages 
The Public Health Service added 
that, with new programs starting 
every day, its difficult to keep 
printed statistics up to date. 

The general public reaction to 
fluoridation seems to be: “If it’s 
good, let’s have it. Why waste time 

and teeth—when we can start 
now to build better teeth in our 
children than modern man _ has 
ever known?” 

You can help bring this benefit 
to your children by writing to your 
state department of health and 
your local health authorities for 
advice about fluoridating pro- 
grams in your town.

How to make a shaped, 


stiffened valance 


1. Make valance board of *4- to 
34-inch plywood, 4 inches wide, 
and as long as window is wide. Or 
if you want draperies to pull clear 
of glass, valance board should ex- 
tend 6 to 12 inches on each side of 
window frame. Valance board can 
be a simple shelf, or U-shaped as 
sketched. Wood side pieces will 
give you a place to anchor valance 
more firmly.

How to make professional- 
looking pinch pleats 


These directions for pinch pleats 
are the same, whether your dra- 
pery is lined or unlined. For de- 
sired fullness, make draperies 
double window-width. Finish side 
hems first (and line drapery, if 
desired). Then... 


1. Hem top of drapery with crino- 
line stiffening inside. 


2. Plan number of pleats to be put 
into each drapery panel; Measure 
from center of traverse rod (in- 
cluding overlap of master slide) to 
turn, and back to wall. The width 
of hemmed drapery—minus this 
measurement—is the amount you 
can put into pleats. 


8. Divide this figure into an odd 
number. For instance, suppose you 
have 30 inches of material to put 
into pleats. Divide it into 9 pleats 
Each pleat will be 34g inches 
Place first pleat at curve of rod 
where it comes out from wall 
(usually 3 inches from outside 
edge).

At older, endowment-rich colleges, 
aid applications often exceed the 
funds available, but grants to in- 
dividuals frequently are substan- 
tial. Typical in this group is Yale 
with about 4,000 undergraduates 
Approximately one-third of them 
got over $1,000,000 in financial 
from university funds 
during the past college year. En- 
tering freshmen there in the fall of 
1951 were allotted nearly $350,000 
in scholarships and loan funds. In 
addition to maintaining satisfac- 
tory grades, scholarship students 
are expected to take part-time jobs 
if offered to them. 

New York State has an extensive 
scholarship program based on 
competitive examinations. It in- 
cludes 1,654 scholarships worth 
$350 a year to graduates of state 
high schools, another 1,200 of the 
same value for veterans, and 300 at 
$450 annually for children of 
deceased or disabled veterans. 
Throughout the United States, 
many other grants are made in a 
similar manner by various organi- 
zations including alumni groups, 
war veterans, churches, corpora- 
tions, and local service clubs such 
as Kiwanis, Lions, or Rotary 


assistance 


Aiso competitive are the 21 so- 
called ‘National Scholarships” for 
girls, awarded annually by the 
Seven College Conference—Bar- 
nard, Bryn Mawr, Mount Holyoke, 
Radcliffe, Smith, Vassar, and 
Wellesley. Successful candidates 
each receive $100 in prize money 
plus additional amounts, based on 
financial need, to cover the cost of 
tuition, board, and room, in the 
neighborhood of $1,600 yearly. To 
qualify, competitors must be resi- 
dents of California, Kansas, Louis- 
iana, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
Mexico, Oregon, Texas, or the 
State of Washington. 

Just as college scholarships and 
loan funds are not male preroga- 
tives, neither is training under the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. Reserve Officer 
Training Corps benefits, however, 
are at present limited to men only. 
During the past academic year, 
more than 200,000 undergraduates 
were enrolled in campus military 
or naval R.O.T.C. units 

While all R.O.T.C. students had 
deferred draft status, there was a

A few tips on estimating 


First, try to think of things you 
may need to buy during the year, 
so that vou won't find vourself hav- 
ing to buy a dozen sheets and a 
half-dozen blankets you'd forgot- 
ten all about 

Second, if you're starting from 
scratch without a reasonably good 
idea as to where your money has 
going for at least several 
months, then you will have to be- 
gin with purely trial estimates, 
Keep a record of your expenses and 
your estimates as you go 
along. Wait till next year before 
entering them all at once for the 
year. If your income varies a good 
deal, base your estimates on the 
low side 

Third, one wonderful salve for 
sore budgeteers is a personal allow- 
ance for each member of the fami- 
ly, no matter how small, which he 
can spend or save as he chooses. 
These allowances can take the 
curse off all the tight planning, es- 
pecially when the going is rough. 

Fourth, you have some fixed ex- 
penses and your long-range sav- 
ings. You can average them over 
the year. Write them down first. 
Build your other estimates around 
them. It may help to jot down 
your monthly income on a scratch 
sheet from it your 
fixed charges and savings. All the 
rest ol your expenses (averayc, of 
course) must fit into what's left

on a sheet of paper. (I use a col- 
umnar pad 17”x11” with 13 col- 
umns and name space, available 
at any stationery store.) 

Take a good look at the way the 
sample sheets on page 122 were 
laid out. Use carbon paper and lay 
them both out at once except, of 
course, for entering the months and 
the totals 

Income-tax deductions: It will save 
you time at the end of the year if 
you will note each month on the 
bottom of your sheet items which 
you can deduct from your income 
tax, unless you are using the stand- 
ard deductions provided by law 
If there isn’t room on the bottom of 
the sheets for income-tax deduc- 
tions, turn them over and put your 
entries on the backs. 

Why not file your bills as you 
receive them, in folders marked 
with headings corresponding to 
those on your sheet? To make it 
easier, you might color all the fold- 
er tabs under “Home” blue or red 
but mark them “Electricity 
“Fuel,” “Insurance,” etc. If your 
bills come up to be paid in the 
same order as your expenses are 
listed on your sheets, you'll find 
totaling your expenses lots casict 
at the end of the month 

This. method not only makes 
totaling your expenses quicker, but 
saves poring over a disorganized 
mess of bills when vou want to 
refer to one of them, Also, you are 
less likely to mislav them. 


Entering your estimates 
on your sheet 

A good look at the sample sheet 
will show vou how to enter your 
estimates when you have worked 
them out. The important thing is 
to enter them cumulatively. {you do 
it this way, you can tell at any 
time during the vear just what you 
planned to spend in any depart- 
ment without doing any figuring 

What’s more, your estimate of 
what you planned to spend up to 
any point will be right beside the 
figure which shows what you have 
spent up to that point. Thus, in 
your game to beat the high cost of 
living, you will have constant 
running score, 


Handling your bank accounts 
efliciently 

Before thinking about opening 
various bank accounts, let’s see 
what you want them to do. 

Day-to-day expenses: To pay such 
expenses as rent, household bills, 
commutation, etc., some of your 
money is going to go straight 
through the bank and out again. 
For this purpose a checking ac- 
count is ideal. But what about 
“food” or “amusement,”’ where the 
total you plan to spend is the same 
each month, but you spend the 
money in small amounts and at odd 
times? Perhaps this is the best an- 
swer Draw one check each 
month, cash it, and make one 
member of the family responsible 
for this money and for making it 
do. Cash funds like these should be

and from each other. And the few- 
er of them the better! It’s too easy 
to borrow from one to cover a 
shortage in another or to make 
change. 

Temporary build-up: You need 
this to accumulate money for large 
chunk items—vacation, fuel, in- 
surance, Christmas, etc. For in- 
stance, if you think yous fuel oil is 
going to cost $23.50 a month, ear- 
mark this amount for oil every 
month, even though in the summer 
months your bills are little or 
nothing. By winter you will have 
accumulated enough money to 
pay your oil bills when they run 
way over your monthly average 
What you want is to “smooth 
out’ your budget as much as you 
possibly can, 

This fund can be handled in the same 
checking account from which you pay 
your day-to-day expenses. Let's as- 
sume that your regular income is 
all earmarked for spending and 
saving. Deposit it in your checking 
account. Draw checks for your cur- 
rent expenses and savings, and let 
the balance accumulate. This bal- 
ance then becomes your “tempor- 
ary build-up” for the big expenses 
due later in the year. If you receive 
some extra income now and then, 
like a bonus, siphon off this extra 
income and save it or spend it as 
you please. 

You'll be more apt to follow your 
carefully laid plans to get the most 
for your money if you do your 
check writing at one time each 
month with one eye on your over- 
all plan. 

We ought to touch on another 
method here—the combined checking 
account-savings account method. If you 
want to, or if you find that you are 
spending money in the spring 
which ought to be building up for 
a summer vacation, take your tem- 
porary build-up from your check- 
ing account and deposit it in a sav- 
ings bank. Your checking account 
should be used as an in-and-out 
attair for current expenses. This 
method makes sense if your check- 
ing account is of the “‘check mas- 
ter” or no-minimum-balance kind, 
and you'd like to earn a little inter- 
est on your temporary storehouse 
reserves. 

Emergency fund: You need this 
in addition to your long-range sav- 
ings for retirement, home, etc. A 
real haymaker might knock out all 
your careful planning and man- 
agement without it. The emergen- 
cy fund should equal one to three 
months of your take-home pay. 
Whether it should be nearer one or 
three months will depend on how 
stable your income and your job 
are. As soon as you have built up 
this reserve, you can begin saving 
in other ways. If you should have 
to draw on it, rebuild it as fast as 
you can, It’s the spare tire in your 
plan. 

Savings banks or government 
bonds are both good for this pur- 
pose. Money which you may need 
on short notice for emergency 
should be kept away from the stock 
market or any other kind of 
“equity” investment, or you may 
find that it has become “‘frozen”’ or 
has disappeared entirely at the very 
time you may desperately need it. 
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Money to start your plan 


If you should start your plan in 
the late fall, your expenses will im- 
mediately run over your estimates 
in several departments before you 
will have had an opportunity to 
prepare for them 

here are only three answers to 
this. The first is to transfer to your 
temporary build-up from savings 
enough capital to start your plan. 
If vou have no savings, the second 
answer would be to arrange a bank 
loan. This is dangerous! You must 
be very sure-footed if you launch 
your plan with a bank loan. Don’t 
forget that vour plan must include 
provision for the repayment of the 
loan 

The third answer would be to 
accumulate your “temporary 
build-up” gradually. If you start 
your plan when expenses are low, 
say in the spring of the year when 
you're going to have a cheap va- 
cation, you may find that by fall 
your “temporary build-up” has 
been established without drawing 
On Savings or borrowing. 

But don’t wait for such a happy 
combination of circumstances, or 
you may never start a plan at all! 
If you do nothing more than find 
out where your money is going for 
a while, you may discover leaks 
which can be plugged and the 
money saved until you have some 
capital for your temporary build- 
up Then, one by one, items can be 
brought under planned control 

In the same way, if you are not 
able to earmark from the present 
savings an adequate emergency 
fund at the outset, you will have to 


accumulate it gradually. One of 


the smartest and least-painful ways 
is to have part of your income 
saved for you automatically by 
your employer or your bank. If you 
use the gradual method, try to 
postpone as many purchases as 
possible until your plan is in full

Totaling your expenses 

At the end of the month, you 
total your expenses and enter them 
under the “Actual” column for 
the month just past. Like your es- 
timates, enter them cumulatively 
(see sample sheet). Remember 
these totals are important only to 
show you whether you're getting for 
your money what you decided that 
you wanted 

When you compare your “Esti- 
mate” and “Actual” columns at 
the end of any month, some inter- 
preting may be necessary. This can 
be especially true in the “home” 
group, in which you may have a 
number of large but seasonal items. 
For instance, your big fuel-oil bills 
and your real-estate taxes may 
come due in the early part of the 
year, so, what you have spent in 
these departments will be more 
than your estimates at the end of 
May. The reverse can be true, too. 
If what you've spent under “Gifts” 
is well below your estimate at the 
end of September, it is because 
you are accumulating money for 
Christmas. Does this mean that 
your financial nose is out of joint? 
Not at all. You must remember 
that in entering your estimates for 
these items, you spread them out evenly

Suppose you deposit $50 in your 
savings account in January and

& Tue tone August night 

was hot—but not as hot as 
the bitter fighting that raged about 
Agok, Korea, in the Naktong Riv- 
er area. Sergeant Kouma, serving 
as tank commander, was covering 
the withdrawal of infantry units 
from the front.

The diary of a 


gardener 


By Harry O Brien 


We sat by the fireplace, popped corn, and drank some tomato juice. This 
is my idea of how neighbors should visit back and forth on winter evenings 


Feb. I Forepart of last night, a 
combination of sleet and snow pep- 
pered down on top of the coating of 
ice on the ground. This froze into a 
hard crust. Then the rest of the 
night just plain, old-fashioned snow 
fell, until there was a layer of three 
to four inches on top of the crust. 
All day long the snow kept falling. 

Out I went with a broom and 
swept the snow off such bird pans 
and feeders as were covered over. 
Maggie hunted up all the scraps, 
heels, and crusts of stale bread she 
could find and broke them up. 
This I carried out to supplement 
the regular supply of other rations 
put out, 

Before he went down to his 
classes, David started up the gar- 
den tractor, He has the snowplow 
on the front that he bought when 
the first big snow came. With this, 
in a few minutes, he had made 
paths all around the house. From 
back door to garage. From front 
door across the lawn, to make a 
path for the milkman and for going 
after papers. From front door to 
drive, the way the laundryman al- 
ways comes, To all the bird feeders. 

This is the kind of day when the 
birds need feed. All their natural 
food, whatever is left by now, is 
coated over with ice. On top of 
that, much of it is covered over 
with snow. Either you and I put 
out feed, or they go hungry. Maybe 
it seems wasteful to use good feed 
this way. But every bit of it will be 
returned four- and mebbe tenfold, 
come summer, when these birds 
range up and down and eat the in- 
sects on our plants, 

All told, I have about a dozen 
different kinds of feeders, where I 
put suet, sunflower seeds, scratch 
feed, peanut butter, and so on, to 
suit different birds and their pecu- 
liar ideas of eating. So all day here 
I can see, through snow and bliz- 
zard, the sparrows, cardinals, jays, 
chickadees, titmice, three kinds of 


woodpeckers, nuthatches, starlings 
—-alas—taking their meals with us. 


Feb. 2 That old thermometer 
said 11 below zero when I shivered 
downstairs. Up came the sun, as 
bright and cheerful as ever it shone 
on this day. If any groundhog ven- 
tured out, he surely froze his nose 
before he scampered back into his 
warm tunnel again. 

That is just what I’ve been say- 
ing: It’s going to be a late spring. 
We'll have eight or nine weeks 
more of winter instead of six. We'll 
shiver until the tulips bloom. 


Feb. 3 | have my new specs, and 
an immediate blessing is disclosed. 
The lower segment of my new bi- 
focals is different from my old. En- 
larges the print more. Now, glory 
be, I can read all the fine print in 
my seed catalogs—coming along in 
the mail. 


Feb. 4 Toward evening, Paul 
Wagner and the missus came over. 
I popped a big pan of corn. We sat 
by the fireplace, ate this and apples, 
and to wash them down, drank 
some of Maggie’s wonderful home- 
made tomato juice, brought up 
cold from the fruitroom. This is 
my idea of how neighbors ought to 
visit back and forth in winter. 


Feb. 5 No news, so maybe I had 
better mention my winter reading 
matter. The Yearbook from the 
New England Gladiolus Society 
came in the other day, and I've 
been poring over it. Which reminds 
me that I checked on my giads 
and dahlias down in the basement 
storage room. They are doing fine. 
Got out my 1951 Yearbook of the 
American Delphinium Society. This set 
me to dreaming. Takes one’s mind 
off the cold and snow and brings 
thoughts of spring instead. Before 
long, the Annual of the American Rose 
Socety will be along, too. 


Feb. 7 More snow and ice, more 
sub-zero weather, and tonight was 
the monthly meeting of our men’s 
rose club. It was wimmin’s night, 
too. All our wives were to go along. 
So Maggie and I sallied forth. It 
was a dinner meeting, and what do 
you suppose John Lowmiller, the 
program chairman, had arranged 
for the program? 

It was a debate, on the question: 
“Resolved that spraying of roses is 
better than dusting.’’ On the af- 
firmative side were Messers Shipp 
and Scheckner. On the dusting 
side were Hutchison and Fisher. 

Each speaker had five minutes 
for his main speech and then two 
more for rebuttal. Since it was all 
in fun, these four rose growers got 
all steamed up and waxed earnest, 
and poured insults right and left 
onto the other side. 

After it was over, the wives were 
asked to vote by secret ballot, on 
who won, with 25 voting. The tally 
counters found there were 12 votes 
for spraying and 12 for dusting, and 
1 that couldn’t be read.

If kept in same pots the sec- 
ond year, give each a feeding early 
in spring equal to 1 cup of liquid 
plant food made by dissolving a 
quarter cup of a 4-12-4 or 5-10-5 
granulated chemical plant food in 
1 gallon of water 

Make sure pots have broad bases 
or plants are staked, if pots stand in 
windy places.

A. soil that will grow good vegetables—and some 


that won’t—will grow good roses. Very-sandy soils should 
have additions of rotted leaves, peatmoss, or manure so 
that they can better retain water. Clay soils should be 
opened up and lightened by the same additions. Good 
roses can be grown on soil so stony it is difficult to work. 
Roses will get along on sun for half the day, morning 
sun preferred. But they grow gloriously in full sun. 
Select a spot where there’s no competition from tree or 
shrub roots and where air and surface drainage is rapid. 


I Dig roomy hole. Remove any sod present. Dig hole to 
depth of onee and half the blade of your spade or fork 
tines and 15 to 18 inches wide. Keep topsoil by itself, 
Keep unplanted roses in water or covered by wet blanket 


2 Spread roots like spokes. Use topsoil to form cone in 
center bottom of hole. On this, rest center of plant, spread- 
ing roots as widely as possible. Fill in about well-spread 
roots with finely pulverized topsoil, the best you can get 
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3B Settle with water. When hole is two-thirds filled, pour 
in water generously, at least three gallons. As this sinks,

African-violet fans: Please note 


African-violet seed sold in the past has been of the older 
species, Saintpaulta ionanthe. 

A famous Swiss specialist now has found a way to 
produce seed of the better hybrids on a fairly large 
scale. It will be offered for sale through American 
seedsmen for the first time in 1952. 

Although seed from these hybrids should produce 
all colors possible in African-violets, most seedlings 
will tend toward the blues of lonanthe and Blue Boy. 


New walnut trees for Midwest 


The Persian walnut, of doubtful hardiness in the Mid- 
west, can now be grown there successfully. 

A new variety called Colby, after Dr. A. S. Colby 
of the University of Illinois, will be introduced by 
commercial nurseries this fall. 

Doctor Colby has produced a bushel and a half of 
walnuts from the original 14-year-old tree at the uni- 
versity. Nuts are thin-shelled; kernels are sweet, 
plump, and well filled. 

The Persian walnut makes a beautiful shade tree, 
with a life expectancy of more than 100 years. It can be 
grafted on native black-walnut roots. Although appar- 
ently self-fertile, planting of other hardy Persian vari- 
cties near trees of Colby might increase production. 


Plants have a “sweet tooth” 


A tablespoon of sugar in the tank when using soluble 
fertilizers for leaf-feeding improves results. 

At a meeting of the American Society for Horticul- 
tural Science in Minneapolis, several scientists reported 
less foliage injury when sugar is used. Also, that sugar 
itself is a food and can be used by plants. 

For larger operations where exact amounts are nec- 
essary, the solution should contain 4% of 1 percent 
sugar plus an equal amount of urea. This figures about 
a third of an ounce of each to a gallon of water. 


Use light to check soil elements 


A better method of checking soils for trace elements— 
iron, copper, sulfur, calcium, and others—has been 
developed at the University of Nebraska. 

These important elements occur in such microscopic 
amounts that conventional methods of analyzing soils 
for them are expensive and take considerable time. Dr. 
Roy P. Matelski uses a fluorescent light with attach- 
ments that cause these minor elements to glow. Each 
element has its own particular color, so it can be de- 
tected when viewed through a special fluorescent

While most soils are fairly well supplied with trace 
clements, some are deficient and cannot be used 
grow good plants until the lack is corrected. 


Your trees and iron deficiency 


Peaches, not normally considered acid-soil plants, ap- 
parently are sensitive to excess amounts of lime in soil 

Following heavy rains last spring and summer, 
many trees in the Midwest, particularly peaches and 
oaks, began to show signs of severe iron shortage, even 
in soils normally well supplied with iron. Leaves 
turned light vellow. If the condition was not corrected, 
some trees died 

Since much of the dithculty occurred on soils where 
iron was known to exist, the problem was to find out 
why it had become unavailable. I found that all trees 
I examined were growing on acid soils which overlay 
a bed of limestone. Excessive soil water dissolved 
enough lime to lock up the iron in insoluble form so it 
became unavailable to trees 

A spray of ferrous ammonium sulfate on the foliage 
cured the difficulty in less than a week. An applica- 
tion of sulfur to the soil reduced alkalinity enough to 
prevent further damage Soils containing large 
amounts of organic matter were able to absorb and 
butfer excess lime without injury to trees. Trees on 
gravel and coarse soils poor in humus suffered most. 
Manganese, another clement, is affected like iron. 


Science advances on peach disease 


New 


Scientists at Wenatchee, Washington, and Riverside, 
California, have finally run down the cause of Western- 
X disease of peaches. Carrier of this disease has been 
found to be the Geminate leaf hopper, after 1,000 tests 
were run to locate the responsible insect. 

Home gardeners in the West frequently lose their 
peach trees to this disease, which also attacks cherries 
and chokecherries. Identification of a leaf hopper as 
the carrier doesn’t give too much promise that etfec- 
tive controls can be found, however, since the hopper 
flies away from sprays and may not be hit. A single 
stab may be enough to infect a tree, although tests 
show not all punctures by the insect mean disease. 


weed killer with promise 


CML, a new, nonpoisonous, general weed killer, looks 
like the answer to an old problem. Homeowners long 
have needed such a chemical to destroy unwanted veg- 
etation on drives, walks, and other areas. It also would 
be useful in destroying weeds on vacant lots that are a 
health or fire hazard 

CMU —short for 3-(p-chlorophenyl)-1, 1-dimethyl- 
urea—is noninflammable and noncorrosive. A wet- 
table powder, it is mixed with water and applied as a 
spray. It kills such tough customers as Bermuda grass, 


Johnson grass, and bindweed. Apparently, it is ab- 


sorbed by the root system and moves up into the fo- 
liage. First effects are noticed in 3 to 10 days. 

his material is not recommended at present for use 
on soil where plants are to be grown within a year or 
two, since it is not known how long it will remain ac- 
tive in the soil. If the residual effect is not too pro- 
longed, CMU may take the place of TCA (sodium tri- 
chloroacetate) which is at present the most practical

killing power within 90 days

We could have ac- 
complished the trip in a shorter 
time except for Vicki's horticultur- 
al passions. With a few exceptions, 
it is illegal to carry plants back to 
the United States. Seeds of any 
nature are forbidden without spe- 
cial permits 


W. arrived in Zimapan about 
4:30 in the afternoon. It is three 
hours from there on to Mexico 
City, and the road is mostly level 
and easygoing, so we drove on in 
Had we arrived at Zimapan later, 
we would have stayed at the Hotel 
Fundicion, an old-style Spanish 
establishment with a swimming 
pool, excellent restaurant, and 
charming surroundings. Rates here 
are 22 pesos for two persons with a 
double bed; and 28 pesos for twin 
beds. We were in Mexico City by 
9:30 p.m., battling traffic. 

You may hire a guide when you 
go in — indeed, it is difficult not to 
do so—and it is probably a good 
policy. We stubborn and 
didn’t. If you do take a guide, 
specify the price in advance.
